Butthese are wounds whieh 
take long years to heal in the hearts 
of missionary parents, and their ago- 
nizing yearnings would often be un- 
evdurable were it not for the consoling 
comforts which the sympathetic Jesus 
keeps in store for His solitary and sor- 
rowing missionaries. Separated fifty 
or sixty miles from each other, and 
seldom meeting except at their Annu- 
al Conference, they are generally 
alone in their time of afflietion, and) 
cannot help each other as we ean here. 
Nearly one-half of the members. of 
our mission have been called to drink 
of this bitter cup, and it will probably, 
ere long, come around to the lips of 
many of the remainder. 

Then, after a time, comes failing 
health on the part of either the mis- 
sionary or his wife. In some cases 
they are a day’s journey or more 
away froma doctor, and suitable help 
may be hard to obtain. If they have 
been able to save anything from their 
salary, it will be needed now. There 
is nothing else they can save from, 
for the little helps realized by minis- 
ters at home from marriage fees, dona- 
tions, or other kindly acts, are, of 
course, utterly unknown there. But 
if health is spared and long years of 
honorable toil are given them, yet the 
period of superannuation comes at last, 
and they must then seek in a special 
providence the support aud consola- 
tion which He alone can give them.

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Thanksgiving passed ‘very quietly in 
New England. About the usual number 
of discourses were delivered in Boston. 
A few churches were well filled. It is 


remarkable how generally the topics of 


the day were touched with an unwonted 
pathos by the late national calamity, and 
the thoughts of the hour took on more 
of a national character than usual. Even 
the great reforms were held in abeyance 
by the call to consider the highest inter- 
est of the country at the present hour.

The painfully dramatic trial in Wash- 
ington fills the public prints.

He is in much 
the same category as hundreds of crim- 
inals now in prison who have alow 
moral sensibility; but society has never 
thought of releasing them from the re- 
sponsibility of their acts, or granting 
them immunity in their wickedness,

EPISCOPAL AND NON-EPISCOPAL METH-

The tabular statement of the sta- 
tistics of Methodism, which was pre- 
sented in the essay of Dr. Edwards at 
the Ecumenical Conference, is re- 
ferred to, by English journals, as a 
remarkably interesting document. It 
shows, at a glance, the numerical 
strength of the denomiaation through- 
out the world—that of its distinct 
bodies and their grand aggregate. Its 
nearly 4,800,000 members are an im- 
posing summary of the results of its 
comparatively brief history. These 
figures bear on nearly every question 
concerning it. They show a success 
which is probably without a parallel 
siuce the introduction of Christianity. 
It has been doubted, even, whether 
the success of the Primitive Church, 
under the early empire, equaled it.
